Lawrence  of  "U.  S.  News  and  World  Report,  '*  10-24-58,  Mr.  Lawrence  observed  »X 
that  several  years  ago  his  publication  had  run  an  item  on  Harold  Keith  Thompson 
Indicating  that  Thompson  had  been  a  candidate  of  the  National  Renaissance  Party  \

However,  since  Thompson  was  soliciting 

deciaraitons  of  greeting  addressed  to  Admiral  Doenitz,  a  German  war  criminal  then 

being  released  from  custody,  the  Department  noted  that  if  subject  was  engaged  in 

political  activities,  registration  xmder  the  act  might  be  required  in  spite  of  his 

woiUng  for  a  foreign  newq;nper.

According' to  "Ransom,  30  per  cent  of  today’s  intelligence  data  comes  from 
military  attaches  and  routine 'military  operations,  25  per  cent  from  tourists  and 
public  source  materials,  25, per  cent  from'the  reports  of  United  States'  agencies 
abroad,  and  only  20  per  cent  from'clandestine  operations.  (6)  He  quotes  former 
OSS  Director  William  J.  Donovan  as  saying,  "good  intelligence  (is);no  more  .myste¬ 
rious  than  McGuffey's  Second  Reader,  and  just  about  as  sinister.  "(7) 

^Couhtei>intelligence  Functions 

As  for -the  PB]^  .Ransom  cites  primarily  its' Special  Intelligence  Service 
(SIS), activities  during-  World  War  B  (based  on  original  material  from  Don  Whitehead's 
The  FBI  Story),  and  describes  it  now  as  being  ’’largely. .  .  ah  agency  for  domestic 
.counter-intelligence;  "(8)  He  doesmot,  however,  give  the  Bureau  any  credit  when 
discussing  such  tjcouhter intelligence  operations.as  the. apprehensions  of  Julius  and 
Ethel  Rosenberg,  Morton  Sobell,  and  Colonel  Rudolph  ,  Abel.  (9) 

FBI  vs.  OSS 

Ransom  maintains  that  during  the  war  OSS  was  excluded  from  operations  in 
South  America,  "agealously  guarded  jurisdiction  df  the  Federal  Bureau  of!  Investi¬ 
gation's  fecial' .Intelligence  Service,  "(10)  and  charges' that  the  Bureau '  was  apparently 
influential  in  persuading  President  Truman  to  disband  OSS  in 1945.  (ll)  .After  the  war, 
Ransom  alleges,  the  Bureau -sought  to  expand' its  SIS  to  a”wor  Id- wide  basis, "  and 
only  withdrew,  "withsome  reluctance,  "(12)  wheh'the  plan  was  shelved  and  CIA  took 
over  inltSiplace.  Later  on  in  the  book,  he  quotes  a  1949  Hoover  Commission  report 
that  "unsatisfactory  relationships  existed  between  ClA  and. ..  the  Federal  Bureau  of

Criticizes  CIA 

At  no  time  does  Ransom  question  the  necessity  and  desirability  of  an  intelligence 
apparatus— "Nothing  ls  more  crucial  in  the  making  of  national  decisions"(14) — but 
he  does  reserve  a  few,  special  brickbats  for  CIA  itself.

Problems  to  be  Faced

Among  the  problems  Ransom  sees  facing  CIA  are  a  lack  of  highly 
qualified  personnel,(19)  and  a  policy  of  promoting  specialists  who  have  little,  or 
no,  administrative  ability.  (20)  Among  those  facing  the  intelligence  community 
as  a  whole,  he  claims,  are  the  growing,  emphasis  on  filling  warehouses  with 
’’encyclopedic  data,  ’’(21)  and  the  tendency  to  rush  around  from  "crash  project” 
to  "crash  project”  without  a  long-range,  over- all  goal.  (22) 

Praise  for  Dulles 


Although  apparently  an  admirer  of  CIA  Director  Allen  Dulles — whom 
he  describes. as  the  more  or  less  ideal  "combination  of  administrative  e^qpert, 
imaginative  scholar,  courageous  master  spy,  and  a  person  of  keen  sensitivity" (23) 
—Ransom  warns  that  on  a  number  of  occasions  (such  as  the  Hungarian  ui)rising 
of  1956)  CIA  has. failed  to  provide  advance  notice,  (24)  and  in  dealing  in  backroom 
foreign  politics,  may  be  exceeding  its  purpose  of  gathering  information,  (25) 

Suggested  Improvements 

I  On  the  positive  side,  Jie  recommends  more  congressional  control 

over  CIA,  (26)  the  admission  of  the  United  States  Information  ^ency  and  the 
International  Cooperation  Administration  to  the  Intelligence  Advisory  Condmittee, (27) 
and  a  greater  emphasis  on  the  evaluation  and  dissemination  of  informiation,  rather

AU  well  informed  persons  in  Washington  know  this. 
The  facts  can  be  gathered  from  a  careful  reading  and 
comparison  of  scattered  items  in,  say,  The  New  York 
Times,  After  being  ^released ^several  prisoners  publicly 
confessed  that  they  were  spies,  and  sonve  still  held  have 
confessed  to  Americans  in  China.

The  State  Department  s  evcludon  of  An^rican  cor¬ 
respondents  from  Chiiu,  largely  oiv  the  grourul  of  the 
imprisonment  of  An^ericans  there,  was  a  hot  is>vie  in 
Washington  at  the  time.  I'he  President's  virtual  con¬ 
cession  that  at  least  tvvx>  of  the  prisoners  were  not  il¬ 
legally  held  wa<  considered  a  moral  victory  for  the 
press  committee  working  to  lift  the  ban  on  U*S-  cor¬ 
respondents  to  China.  There  vvas  no  question  that  the 
President  vvas  talking  about  Fecteau  and  Downey,  for 
the  CIA  has  admitted  that  these  are  the  two  who  were 
not  in  uniform. 

[  The  Fecteau  and  f)o\viiey  episode  was  only  one  of 
fa  long  series  of  operations  which  Allen  Dulles  supported 
in  the  illuswn  that  cloak-and-dagger  tricks  could  restore 
Chiang  Kai-tdvek  to  the  nuinland.  In  the  Dulles  broth- 
-er$"  facile  view,  Chiang  had  lost  China  o<iIy  because 
of  the  indecision  of  mush-miivded  liberals  in  the  State 
Department  under  President  Trunun,  IJold,  purposeful 
action  would  set  things  right. 

To  this  end  the  cia  and  the  Air  Force  jwntly  set  up 
something  called  the  Air  Resupply  and  Communications 
Wing.

Early  in  1953  the  plane  of  Col,  John  Knox  Arivold^ 
eommanding  officer  of  the  58Ist  Air  Resupply  an3  Com¬ 
munications  Wing,  was  shot  down  on  the  nuinland. 
After  tivound  a  half  jears  the  Communist  Chinese  re- 
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leased  Colonel  Arnold  Americans  who  had  sur- 

viied  the  crash  with  hlnSpRt  a  press  confereixe  ar¬ 
ranged  in  Tokyo,  Colonel  Arnold  said  that  under  pres¬ 
sure  he  had  told  the  Chinese  “things  they  shouldn't 
know/'  About  this  time.  Congress  forced  abolishment, 
of  the  Air  Resupply  and  Communications  Wing. 


Thf  Cnmpnujn  in  Burma 

Almost  froju  the  eivl  of  the  Chinese  civil  war,  the  via 
Used  Fornwa  as  a  base  to  support  a  large  force  of  Na¬ 
tionalist  Chinese  left  on  the  Hurnu-China  border.  1'hi< 
operatwn,  known  as  “Western  Enterprises,"  had  a  pre¬ 
tentious  luse  on  the  outskirts  of  Talpei\  so  “secret" 
that  every  alert  American  ami  Chinese  in  the  city  knew 
about  it.  Military  supplies  vvere  flown  from  Formosa 
to  the  Natioiulist  Chinese  in  Iturnu.  So  were  military 
experts  and  advisers, 

ITie  Nationalist  Chinese,  ^lespiie  American  arms  aivl 
supplies,  preferred  to  stay  ju^t  over  the  line  in  llurma 
rather  than  fight  the  Comnumi't  Chinese.  After  a  >ear 
Of  two,  the  CommunNt  Chinese  executed  a  frint,  drew 
the  Natio<\alNts  deep  within  Chine? e  territory  and  rout- 
<vl  thetn  with  draqic  lowr^,  Tliereafter  the  Nationalists 
did  mo^  of’ their  raiding  against  Hurmese  villages. 

Prime  Minister  I!  Nn  was  svmpathetic  with  Com- 
nuinUt  Chinese'complaints  that  he  vvas  harboring  hoxtile 
forces,  but. his  own  army  w^as  uiuble  to  <x>pe  with  the 
Nationalists.  He  complaiiKxl  repeat<xll>  to  O.S,  Ambas¬ 
sador  David  M,  Key.  Key  protestrxl  in  gool  faith  that 
the  Nationalists  were  receiving  American  aid.  After 
more  representations  from  I*  Nii,  vvho  was  in  deadly  fear 
of  reprisals  by  the  Chinese  Communists,  Ambassador 
Key  vvas  not  so  sure.  Published  photographs  of  white 
HKii  killed  in  action  with  the  Chinese  Nationalists  helped 
change  his' opinion.  He  has  been  quoted  as  saving,  '*1 
had  heard  persi'teiu  reports  that  the  American>  were 
taking  part  (in  the  Natioiulist  Chinese  action)  when 
i  was  sent  to  Hurma.  I  found  that  hard  to  credit,  but 
learned  differentlylatcr,"  ^ 

With  a  blunt  note,  U  Nu  cut  off  Point  Four  aid  m 
Hunna  and  stepped  up  his  complaints  to  the  C.N%  v^here 
he  had  the  support  of  all  the  Handling  countries.  With 
the  fine  irony  that  hi\iory  sometimes  shows,  (>en,  Walter 
Hedfll  Smith  was  switched  in  1953  from  Director  of 
the  CIA  to  Under  Secretary  of  State.  The  man  vvho 
had  been  responsible  for  organizing  “Western  Enter¬ 
prises'*  had  the  urgwt  duty  of  persuading  Chiang  Kat- 
shek  and  the  ciA  to  call  a  halt.  In  1954  a  four-power 
conference  ~  the  United  States,  Hunna,  Thailaml  aixl 
NattonalNi  Chliu  — was  held  in  Hangkok,  Soon  after¬ 
wards,  as  the  UnitoPNations  reporteil;  6986  Nationalist 
soldiers  and  their  depeivlents  vv^re  evacuatcibto  Formosa. 

American  diplonutk  prestige  in  Ada  had  hcen  dealt 
a  heav>  blow.  Scars  wxre  left  which  helpol  shapel  main- 
Jand  China's  role  in  the  Korean  War,  In  the  entire 
State  Department  aivd  Foreign  Service  it  would  be 
hard  to  flivl  one  mature  officer  who  wx>uld  approve  of 
the  way  in  which  international  relation^  in  this  irutatKC 
vvere  taken  out  of  the  hamls  of  diplwnats  ami  placed  in 
the  hands  of  eloak-aiul-dagger  novices. 

The  CIA  nude  one  of  its  worst  errors  in  the  fall  of 
1950,  It  then  advisnl  President  Trunun  that  United 
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Nations  /orct:^‘in  Korea  could  pulWpfcross  the  38th 
parallel  of  latitude  without  the  Chinese  coming  to  North 
Korea's  aid.  lliroiigh  Indian  representatim  In  the 
United  Nations.  Mao  Tse-tung’s  Government  warned 
that  If  the  VK  armies  crossed  the  38th  parallel,  China 
would  enter  the  war.  On  the  basis  of  reports  brought 
to  him  while  he  was  traveling  in  Southeast  Asia,  Su¬ 
preme  Court  Justice  William  O.  Douglas  personally 
ga\e  President  Truman  the  same  warning.  When  In 
spite  of  this  General  MacArthur  was  allowed  to  push 
up  to  China's  Yalu  Ri\er  boundary,  the  Chinese  threw 
in  f)(XUX>0  •‘volunteers.”  Ilie  upJiot  was  a  stalenute 
and  truce  humiliating  to  the  U.S. 

Ollldal  misrepresentation  of  our  relations  with  China 
has  intimidated  the  American  press  from  informing  the 
public  of  the  true  facts.  The  American  Society  of  News¬ 
paper  Editors  held  its  con\entlon  in  Washington  last 
April.  1  a'^ked  Herbert  Brucker.  editor  of  the  Hartford 
(Uiurant  and  chairnun  of  the  Freedom  of  Infornution 
Committee,  if  the  scions  would  deal  \\*ith  misinforma¬ 
tion  regarding  American  prisoners  in  China.  He  replied 
that  he  knew  the  facts  but  that  the  public  mind  was 
>o  set  on  China  Issues  that  newspapers  could  not  af¬ 
ford  to  go  into  the  matter. 

One  Method  of  Censorship 

The  China  situation  has  throttled  the  press  in  another 
way.  For  nearly  five  >ears  Secretary  Dulles  forbade 
American  new>paper  correspondents  to  go  to  China. 

A  5 ear  apo  he  agreed  to  let  a  few  American  correspond¬ 
ents  go.  But  by  refusing  to  accept  Chine^^  correspond¬ 
ents  in  return,  he  assured  that  this  coiKession  would 
bear  no  fruit.  There  is  little  ground  for  doubt  that 
Mr.  Dulles  has  opposed  permission  for  U.S.  correspond¬ 
ents  in  China  partly  because  he  did  not  want  to  risk 
exiwure  of  ciA  operations  there.  By  keeping  China 
news  inadequately  covered,  he  could  better  preserve 
tensions  necessary  for  maneuxers  at  brinksnunship. 

It  is  ix>t  to  be  supposed,  of  course,  that  the  ctA 
has  centered  its  actiWtIes  exclusively  on  China.  Special 
attention  is  gixen  to  China  In  this  article  because  it  is 
in  the  spotlight  and  because  the  West  Coast  has  a 
spedal  interest  in  Chinese  affairs.  There  is  space  only 
to  list  a  few  major  ctA  episodes  in  other  areas: 

lt€in\  President  Sukarno  of  Indonesia  charged  that 
the  United  States  aided  the  revolt  against  his  regime 
last  spring.  This  charge  was  supported  by  a  story  from 
Tillman  Durdin  in  The  New*  York  Timts  and  one  by 
Jack  Anderson,  assistant  to  Drew  Pearson,  in*  The 
Washington  Por/. 

ittMi  ciA  agents  have  fought  a  duel  of  espionage  and 
instigation  with  Russian  agents  in  the  Middle  East  for 
several  >ears.  The  ciA  lost  a  strategic^ round  in  Iraq  in 
July  ~  not  to  the  Russians,  but  to  the  Arab  Nationalists 
—  when  Prime  Minister  Nuri  Said  and  King  Faisal 
were  o\*erth'rown  and  killed.  The  cia  wrongly  advised 
that  Iraqi  troops  could  safely  be  sent  to  help  protect  the 
throne  of  King  Hussein  of  Jordan. 

liimi  In  June.  1954,  the  CIA  helped  arm  and  direct  ' 
a  rebel  invasion  from 'Honduras  w^hlch  omthrew'the  . 
Communist-leaning  but  duly  elected  Government  of 


Guatemala.  Ilecause  thls^^'x  could  br  related^directly 
to  the  Monroe  Doctrine.'^R'as  more  widely  publicized 
than  other  cia  nuneuxvrs  aixd  had  wider  public  support. 

Item:  cia  ma>terminded  and  directed  the  coup  which 
overthrew  Prime  Minister  Mossadeq  of  Iran  in  1953 


and  enabled  the  Anglo-Iranlan  Oil  Co.,  for  which  the 
Dulles  brothers’  former  law  firm  w^as  counsel,  to  col¬ 
lect  approximately  a  billion  dollars  in  indemnity  for 
nationalization  (For  details  see  the  SaturJaf  Evening 
Post,  Nov.  6,  1954,  and  Benjamin  Shwadran,  *The 
Middle  East,  Oil  and  the  Great  PowW). 

Item:  In  the  fall  of  1953  the  blood  pressure  of  Con¬ 
gress  shot  up  several  points  on  reading  a  series, of  stories 
in  The  New  York  Times  telling  of  the  arrest  of  cia 
agents  in  East  Germany,  The  Times  reported  that  several 
>core  of  agents  provoeateurt  W'ere  arrested,  including 
Gustav  Gehlen,  who  had  been  a  Major  General  in  the 
Nazi  Army.  The  prisoners  were  seized  w*ith  faked  food 
stamps  and  counterfeit  bank  orders  to  disrupt  East  Ger¬ 
man  food  rationing  and  band  credit.  Congress  w*as 
specially  disturbed  by  the  capture  of  a  list  of  names  of 
West  Gemun  anti-Nazis  purportedly  marked  for  slay¬ 
ing,  .Apparently  the  ex-Nazis  meant  to  use  thrir  spy 
roles  as  cover  for  settling  old  scores. 

When  Half  a  Loaf  Is  No  Good 

The  United  States’ of  course  needs  a  good  intelligerKc 
agency  —  one  considerably  better  than  it  now  has  — 
but  it  needs  to  be  brought  under  nxire  responsible  control. 
Over 'the  past  three  >ears*  efforts  ha\*e  bem  made  i^ 
Congress  to  obtain  a  cia  supervisory  commIttet^im^lar*fb 
the  Congressional  Joint  Committee  on  Atontic  Energy. 
Four*  bills  to  this  end  were  introduced  but  died  in  the 
last  Congress,  They  w  ill  be  re-introduced  when  Congress 
meets  again,  aixd  they  xvill  again  be  opposed  by  Allen 
and  Foster  Dulles  and* by  the  considerable  clique  in 
Congress  >x*hich  thinks  it  is  better  to  keep  the  public  only 
half  informed  on  international  affairs. 

An  old  axiom  proclaims  that  a  democracy  cannot 
propagandize  or  deceive  its  people.  But  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment,  utilizing  the  raw*  .nuterial  supplied  by  the  cia, 

'  has  done  this  systematically  for  the  past  six  years.  It  will 
continue  to  do  so  unless  the  people  demand  that  Con¬ 
gress  end  the  farce.  ^
